A Hand In Your Pocket

Someone’s 
payers’ pockets — usually for some project that 1s said

A case in point is the mosquito assessment in excess 


of $10,000, levied against the town’s taxpayers by the 
State. 

It’s admirable, we suppose, for the state to worry about 
controlling mosquitos in Andover, and in other Essex 
County communities. But what happens to the mosquitos 
that live just over the town line in Wilmington, or Tewks- 
bury, or in Lawrence or Methuen? They get off free, be- 
cause Essex County seenis to be the only area assessed 
by the state for a control project. 

What earthly good is it to have a mosquito control pro- 
ject if the pests in other communities are free to come 
into the town, after ours have been killed off? 

We object to the assessment on that score.

We can 
save $10,0U0, and, as far as can be determined, we’ll get 
as good results as we’ve been getting. In short, nothing.

| Free Bidding Justified 

It was pleasing to find, Monday night, that the com- 
mittee of insurance experts and of town employees agrees 
that specifications for the employees’ health and medical 
insurance should be written so that all companies can bid. 

This is a basic ingredient of the program — yet we 

understand that some communities write the specs in such 
a way as to preclude bids from many private companies. 
Whatever disagreement may exist over details of the pro- 
gram, as long as the individuals maintain this sound posi- 
tion on bidding, there can’t be too much go wrong. 

For when all companies are free to offer programs of 
insurance, the town is certain to be better served than 
allowing only one company to bid. 


Choice Appears Good

Wants Recreational Areas 


In Proposed Sub-Divisions 


Harold R. Rafton of Alden rd., 
in a letter to the Planning Board, 
has urged that body to require 
developers to provide substantial 


recreational areas within their 
sub-divisions. 

Rafton, who is active in the 
Andover Village Improvement 
Society, and who heads the land 
acquisition committee of that 
Society, said in his letter that 


such recreational areas would ‘‘be 
in the public interest’’. 

Under the state law, developers 
may be required to set aside land 
for recreational areas — but the 
town must purchase the land from 
the developer within three years, 
or it reverts to him. The developer 
may, of course, give the land to 
the town, which requires accept- 
ance at a regular town meeting. 

Among developers setting aside 
recreational areas have been Car! 
Stevens, in West Parish Acres and 
Harry Axelrod, in the Wild Rose 
Farm area. The Planning Board 
has asked Realty Construction Co. 
to do the same in its development 
in West Andover,and it is reported 
that the reaction was favorably 


received by Judge Sartorelli, rep- 
resenting the firm. 

In the memory of town officials, | 
there has been, as yet, no case | 
where the town has been faced 
with the deadline for purchasing 
the recreational land from the de- 
veloper, or losing it completely. 
Nor can the officials recall any | 
case where the town has_ been 
asked to accept a gift of the land. 

The Rafton letter, calling at- 
tention to the problem, follows: 

“‘A number of larze building 
projects are before you in various 
Stages of development, up to the 
point of obtaining final approval 
of your Board. 

‘These involve many problems 
relating to town facilities, which 
doubtless have been or are being 
considered. | have, however, noted 
no mention of recreational require- 
ments. 

‘‘Inasmuch as each development 
brings in a large number of child- 
would it not be desirable to |

‘*Consideration of this 
will, I believe, show that it is in
